Fifty-seven  Receive  Degrees 


The  national  weather  service  predicted  drizzle,  fog,  and  tempera- 
tures in  the  fifties,  yet  the  day  was  glorious.  The  sun  was  shin- 
ing, the  sky  was  bright  blue,  the  many  flowering  bushes  and 
trees  on  campus  were  in  full  bloom,  and  the  temperature  was  in 
the  mid-seventies.  Perfect  weather  for  the  57  PMC  graduates 
and  the  more  than  500  family  members,  friends,  faculty  members, 
and  alumnae  who  gathered  on  the  front  lawn  for  the  89th  Commencement 
Exercises  on  Sunday,  May  20. 

The  Brass  Ensemble  sounded  a festive  note  as  administration,  faculty,  and 
graduates  processed  onto  the  lawn  for  the  awarding  of  degrees.  Fifty-two  women 
received  Bachelor's  degrees,  including  thirteen  in  Business  Administration,  nine 
in  Biology,  seven  in  Communication,  six  in  Psychology/Education,  five  in 
English,  five  in  Visual  Arts,  four  in  Biology,  four  in  Psychology,  and  two  in  Social 
and  Political  Systems.  One  graduate  received  an  MEd  in  Elementary  Education, 
and  four  received  Associate's  degrees,  including  one  each  in  Business 
Administration,  Child  Care,  Liberal  Arts,  and  Visual  Arts. 

PMC  also  honored  three  distinguished  women  for  their  contributions  to 
the  greater  Boston  community  and  conferred  honorary  doctorates  on  them. 
The  three  honorees  were  Vicki  Donlan  '71,  founder  and  publisher  of 
Women’s  Business,  Sandra  L.  Fenwick,  COO  of  Boston's  Children's 
FFospital,  and  Martella  (Marti)  Wilson-Taylor,  president  and  CEO  of  the 
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89th  Commencement  Exercises 


YWCA-Boston.  Remarks  were  delivered  by  the  three  honorees  and  by 
Michelle  Buonopane  '01,  president  of  the  Student  Government  Association, 
and  Laura  Stuart  '01,  president  of  the  senior  class. 

The  ceremony  also  commemorated  the  90th  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  College  in  1911  by  Helen  Temple  Cooke,  when  28  students 
requested  an  additional  year  of  post  graduation  studies  at  the  Dana  Hall 
School  in  Wellesley. 

In  welcoming  the  assembled  graduates  and  their  families  and  friends. 
President  Gloria  Nemerowicz  said,  "Today's  ceremonies  are  celebratory  in 
nature  and  mark  an  end  as  well  as  a beginning.  You  have  spent  four  years 
here  in  intense  study  and  preparation,  and  now,  as  you  graduate,  you  enter 
a world  that  needs  your  skills  and  abilities,  your  inclusive  approach  to  lead- 
ership, and  your  commitment  to  social  responsibility. 

"At  the  same  time,"  President  Nemerowicz  continued,  "we  also  com- 
memorate the  90th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Pine  Manor  College.  This 
gives  us  an  opportunity  to  pause  and  reflect  on  how  fortunate  we  all  are  to 
be  part  of  an  institution  that  has  distinguished  itself  by  successfully  adapt- 
ing to  the  needs  of  women  on  an  ongoing  basis,  and  has,  in  fact,  made  this 
the  cornerstone  of  its  mission.  The  inspiration  of  our  founder  and  the  con- 
tributions of  our  alumnae  have  made  this  possible,  and  also  help  us  shape  a 
vision  for  the  future." 


“The  most  important  message  I 
want  to  convey  to  you  is  that  we 
all  should  be  proud,  not  only  of  the 
fact  that  we  are  graduating,  but 
also  that  we  are  leaving  here  as 
strong,  empowered  women  who 
can  and  will  change  the  world 
with  our  actions  and  our  words. 
Over  our  four  years  at  Pine  Manor, 
we  were  presented  with  the  con- 
cepts of  inclusive  leadership  and 
social  responsibility.  Dealing  with 
them  required  courage,  strength, 
and  risk  taking.  We  were  pushed 
to  think  beyond  our  boundaries, 
break  from  traditional  roles  of 
leadership,  shatter  the  idea  of 
hierarchy,  and  embrace  the  con- 
cepts of  collaboration  and  team- 
work. It  has  been  a process  of 
exploration,  growth,  triumph,  and 
shortcomings,  but  it  is  within  this 
process  that  we  grew  as  women... 

“The  encouragement  and 
mentoring  that  we  have  received 
at  Pine  Manor  have  given  us  the 
opportunity  to  reach  our  potential, 
have  a voice,  and,  most  important, 
put  our  words  into  action.  We  may 
he  closing  a chapter  in  our  lives, 
but  the  lessons  we  have  learned 
and  the  experiences  we  have  had 
remind  us  that  the  journey  will 
continue  forever.  We  go  into  the 
world  braver,  stronger,  independ- 
ent, and  empowered.  ”

Murder,  She  Wrote...  Using  Science 
to  Solve  Crimes — Biology  Professor 
Michelle  Talbot  explored  the  latest  in 
forensic  technology,  then,  together  with 
the  class,  attempted  to  solve  the  murder 
of  PMC's  Professor  Cmella  de  Manor  and 
to  get  a conviction  of  the  felon. 

Is  it  pms,  PMS,  or  PMDD?  How  Does 
This  Affect  Me?  (not  for  women  only) — 
Biology  Professor  Elizabeth  Gardner  pre- 
sented an  informal  discussion  on  pre- 
menstrual issues  that  affect  women, 
their  work,  and  their  families  and 
friends.  She  discussed  remedies,  both 
"good"  and  "bad,"  and  the  impact  that 
the  pharmaceutical  companies  have  had 
on  the  way  that  normal  physiological  and 
psychological  processes  are  perceived.

Imagining  Law  and  Justice  in  Film  and 
Television — Attorney  Paula  Magnum, 
Adjunct  Lecturer  in  Law,  discussed 
media  images  of  law  and  justice 
and  compared  these  images  with  the 
reality  of  practicing  law  today.

They  read  poetry,  reflected,  said  prayers,  and 
reminisced — a poignant  and  fitting  tribute  to  Samantha. 
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Ithough  the  entire  Commencement/Reunion  week- 
end was  dedicated  to  the  celebration  of  the  90th 
anniversary  of  the  College,  the  focal  point  of  the  com- 
memoration was  actually  Saturday  evening's  All 
Alumnae  Reception  and  Reunion  in  the  Ashhy  Campus  Center. 

After  a convivial  reception  in  the  Center's  atrium,  more  than 
100  alumnae,  guests,  administrators,  faculty,  staff,  and  friends  of 
the  College  entered  the  Dining  Hall,  which  had  been  trans- 
formed for  the  occasion. 

As  the  dinner  was  drawing  to  a close.  President 
Nemerowicz  rose  to  welcome  everyone,  proposed  a toast,  and 
then  reflected  on  the  importance  of  the  occasion.  "Ninety 
years  is  a significant  amount  of  time  in  the  life  of  an  institu- 
tion," she  said.  "Although  the  names,  the  faces,  and  even  the 
campuses  have  changed,  the  College  has  remained  true  to  its 
mission.

Susan  J.  Blumenthal,  MD,  MPA 

Dr.  Blumenthal  is  a national  expert  in 
women's  health  and  mental  illness  who 
resides  in  Chevy  Chase,  Maryland.  She  has 
been  a major  leader  in  bringing  these  impor- 
tant public  health  issues  to  scientific  and  pub- 
lic attention  and  has  developed  innovative 
national  programs  and  initiatives  to  address 
these  critical  health  concerns.  She  serves  as 
assistant  surgeon  general,  rear  admiral,  and  senior  science  advisor  in 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services.  Currently,  she  is  on 
assignment  to  George  Washington  University  Medical  Center  as 
associate  vice  president  for  health  affairs  and  as  a visiting  professor. 
She  is  also  a professor  of  psychiatry  at  Georgetown  School  of 
Medicine  and  Tufts  University  Medical  Center. 

In  1994,  Blumenthal  was  appointed  the  country's  first  deputy 
assistant  for  women's  health  within  the  US  Department  of  Health 
and  Human  Services.  She  has  served  as  chair  of  the  Federal 
Coordinating  Committee  on  Breast  Cancer,  as  cochair  of  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Human  Service's  Steering  Committee  on 
Domestic  Violence,  and  as  a member  of  the  President's  Interagency 
Council  on  Women. 

Blumenthal  is  a noted  author,  writes  a monthly  health  column 
for  Elle,  and  is  a regular  contributor  and  consulting  health  editor  to 
Ladies’  Home  Journal.  She  has  been  named  by  the  New  York  Times 
and  the  Ladies’  Home  lournal  as  one  of  the  top  10  women  doctors  in 
America  and  by  the  Medical  Herald  as  one  of  the  20  most  influen- 
tial women  in  medicine. 

Blumenthal  received  an  honorary  degree  from  the  College  in 
1998.  She  also  delivered  the  keynote  address  at  PMC's  first  health- 
care conference,  which  inaugurated  the  College's  Healthcare 
Outreach  Certificate  Program,  speaking  on  the  topic  of  "Critical 
Health  Issues  for  the  21st  century."

Ms.  Jackson  is  a native  of  Rockland,  Mass.  She 
graduated  from  PMC  in  May  with  a degree  in  psy- 
chology and  was  the  recipient  of  the  Pine  Manor 
College  Award  and  the  President's  Cup.

Merlino's  inspiration  was  the  realiza- 
tion that  "the  unfortunate  condition 
girls  and  women  often  share  is  that 
they  are  often  invisible  for  who  they 
are,  and  what  they  think,  and  what 
they  are  doing  in  the  world.

PMC  honored  Iris  Burnett  and  Nell  Merlino  with  the  College's  Inclusive  Leadership  and  Social 
Responsibility  Award  at  a ceremony  in  the  Founder's  Room  on  April  26.  Burnett  and  Merlino 
are  the  cofounders  of  Count-Me-In  for  Women's  Economic  Independence  (CMI),  the  first  non- 
profit, on-line,  micro-lending  organization  dedicated  to  helping  women  start  and  grow  their 
own  businesses  by  providing  small  business  loans  ranging  from  $500  to  $10,000,  and  scholar- 
ships for  business  training  and  technical  assistance. 

The  award  ceremony  was  followed  by  a panel  discussion  chaired  by  $uzanne  Bates,  president  of  Bates 
Communication  and  formerly  of  WBZ-TV,  and  consisting  of  Professor  of  liuman  $ervices  Connie  Chan  of  the 
University  of  Massachusetts,  Boston,-  Vicki  Donlan  '71,  founder  and  publisher  of  Women’s  Business; 
Judy  George,  chairman  and  CEO  of 
Domain  Home  Fashions,-  Mary 
Lassen,  executive  director  of  the 
Women's  Educational  and  Industrial 
Union,  and  Patricia  Eorde,  PMC's 
Director  of  Entrepreneurial  $tudies.

Iris  Burnett  has  more  than  25  years  of  expe- 
rience as  a communications  professional 
in  media,  government,  academia,  and  the 
private  sector.  Prior  to  founding  CMI,  Ms. 
Burnett  was  a communication  professor  at 
American  University  and  the  senior  vice 
president  of  corporate  communications  for  the  Sci-Fi 
Channel  and  USA  Network,  where  she  designed, 
developed,  and  implemented  Erase  the  Hate,  an  award- 
winning national  program  to  promote  understanding 
and  respect  for  diversity.  She  served  as  chief  of  staff  at 
the  United  States  Information  Agency  (USIA),  and  she 
helped  create  both  the  White  House  Women's  Office 
and  the  President's  Interagency  Council  for  Women. 

Ms.  Burnett  also  served  as  an  official  delegate  to  the 
United  Nations  Commission  on  the  Status  of  Women 
and  to  the  United  Nations  Fourth  World  Conference  on 
Women  in  Beijing,  where  she  directed  all  communica- 
tions for  the  delegation.  She  has  had  key  assignments 
in  five  presidential  campaigns,  was  the  political  advisor 
to  two  presidents,  and  was  the  director  of  security  for 
the  1980  Democratic  National  Convention,  the  first 
and  only  woman  ever  to  serve  in  this  capacity.

Nell  Merlino  is  the  founder  and  presi- 
dent of  Strategy  Communication 
Action  Ltd.  (SCA)  in  New  York  City, 
a firm  specializing  in  public  educa- 
tion campaigns  that  motivate  people 
to  act.  She  has  extensive  experience 
in  the  development  and  production  of  such  national 
and  international  efforts  as  NGO  Forum  on  Women 
in  Beijing  in  1995,  Earth  Day's  20th  anniversary, 
"Picture  What  Women  Do"  for  Lifetime  Television, 
and  the  YWCA  Week  Without  Violence.  Prior  to 
founding  SCA,  Merlino  worked  in  two  state  govern- 
ments, was  an  advance  woman  in  presidential  poli- 
tics, a union  organizer,  and  a Fulbright  Scholar  in  the 
National  Health  Service  in  England. 

For  her  work  on  behalf  of  women,  girls,  and  fami- 
lies, Ms.  Merlino  was  recognized  in  the  hook. 
Remarkable  Women  of  the  Twentieth  Century — 100 
Portraits  of  Achievement,  and  named  one  of  "50  New 
Yorkers  to  Watch  in  1999"  by  the  New  York  Daily 
News.  She  was  named  "Woman  of  the  Year"  by  New 
Woman  Magazine  in  1993,  and  was  awarded  the  1994 
Fulbright  Award  for  Outstanding  Achievement. 
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Excerpts  from  President  Nemerowicz’s  Remarks  in 
Presenting  the  PMC  Leadership  Award 

"This  Award  for  Inclusive  Leadership  and  Social 
Responsibility  is  Pine  Manor's  way  of  recognizing  individu- 
als whose  lives  represent  the  principles  of  inclusivity  and 
boundary  breaking,  collaboration  and  creativity,  social  jus- 
tice and  social  responsibility. 

"This  is  a day  of  celebration  here  at  PMC.  We  are  gathered 
for  this  wonderful  reminder  that  our  College  is  part  of  a larg- 
er social  movement  for  change.  The  focus  here  today  is  on 
the  accomplishments  of  these  two  extraordinary  women. 
Central  to  the  College's  mission  of  educating  a broad  spec- 
trum of  women  for  lives  of  inclusive  leadership  and  social 
responsibility  is  the  reality  of  the  need  for  women  to  be 
strong,  value-conscious  players  in  our  local  and  global  econ- 
omy. 

"We  have  seen  the  impact  on  this  small,  90-year-old 
College  of  confronting  the  economy  of  higher  education 
when  our  College  made  a commitment  to  lower  tuition 
by  one-third.  One  of  the  things  that  I hope  you  are  cele- 
brating with  us  today  is  PMC's  continued  commitment  to 
keeping  this  fabulous  educational  opportunity  affordable 
to  a wide  spectrum  of  women  who  need  the  kind  of  edu- 
cation we  provide  here.  We  are  proud  to  announce  that  for 
the  next  academic  year,  PMC  is  likely  to  be  the  most 
affordable  private,  four-year  college  in  the  state,  and 
among  the  most  diverse  m student  populations  as  well. 

"Finally,  we  also  celebrate  your  participation  with  us 
today,"  President  Nemerowicz  said  in  conclusion.  "We 
cannot  succeed  in  achieving  our  vision  of  transformative 
education  without  you  and  the  organizations  that  you 
represent.  We  really  are  all  in  this  work  of  changing  the 
opportunities  and  outcomes  for  all  women  together." 

Excerpts  from  Remarks  of  Iris  Burnett  and  Nell  Merlino  in 
Accepting  the  Leadership  Award 

"Never  underestimate 
the  power  of  an  idea."  Ms. 

Burnett  began.  "Ideas  can 
lead  to  making  real  change  in 
the  way  we  live  our  lives  and 
very  big  differences  in  our 
attitudes  and  perceptions. 

Three  years  ago,  Nell  and  I 
were  invited  to  participate  in 
a White  House  Women's 
Economic  Summit.  We  had 
an  idea.  There  were  100 
women  from  throughout  the 
country,  all  with  different 
jobs,  and  different  economic  incomes.  Together  we  discussed 
women  and  money,  and  women  and  economic  opportunity. 
At  the  end  of  the  summit,  we  realized  that  women  were 
invisible  in  this  economy  as  producers  of  wealth  and  jobs. 

"We  knew  that  we  needed  to  change  that  perception  and 
change  attitudes  about  women  and  money.  We  also  knew 
that  wc  would  have  to  create  something — an  event  or  an 
organization — which  included  women  from  all  over  the 
nation.  Something  that  would  unite  us  regardless  of  race,  reli- 


gion, physical  ability,  economic  income,  political  bchefs,  age, 
or  sexual  preference.  As  we  looked,  we  discovered  that  there 
were  very  serious  problems  with  women  and  credit — both 
personal  and  business.  Women  did  not  have  access  to  the  cap- 
ital that  they  needed.  Not  even  small  amounts  of  money. 
Women  could  not  borrow  money  to  start  businesses  because 
they  were  disqualified  by  a credit  scoring  system  that  did  not 
accommodate  the  way  that  most  women  lead  their  lives. 
Women  take  time  off  from  work  to  care  for  family  members, 

including  children,  and 
women  are  widowed  and 
divorced  so  they  have  very 
little  or  no  credit  history  or 
very  thin  credit  files. 
Women,  for  the  most  part, 
never  thought  about  a credit 
history  as  something  they 
needed  to  have. 

"And  so  we  had  an  idea. 
We  would  raise  enough 
money  (from  women  all 
over  the  country)  and  create 
a loan  fund  that  would  he 
used  for  women  to  start  businesses.  It  would  be  on-line,  so 
everyone  could  have  access  to  it,  and  the  process  would  be 
computer  operated  and  generated  so  we  could  make  large 
numbers  of  loans  in  short  amounts  of  time.  This  also  meant 
that  we  had  to  redesign  the  loan  application  to  accommodate 
the  way  women  live  their  lives. 

"With  the  help  of  corporations  like  American  Express, 
family  foundations  like  the  Barbara  Lee  Foundation,  and  the 
participation  of  individuals  like  you,  we  have  raised  enouglr 
money  to  make  1 10  micro-loans  in  just  over  six  months.  It's 
money  raised  to  provide  women  with  the  opportunity  to 
have  their  own  businesses,  change  their  lives,  and  have  a pos- 
itive impact  on  the  economy  of  this  country." 

Ms.  Merlino  added  to  these  remarks  by  providing  anec- 
dotal information  about  some  of  the  loans  that  have  been 
made,  as  well  as  the  loan  recipients.  She  focused  on  a group 
of  women  in  South  Carolina,  who  started  a business  design- 
ing dolls,  and  then  talked  about  how  they  assisted  another 
woman  who  had  applied  for  a loan  to  start  a similar  business 
in  New  Orleans,  and  how  they  have  recently  all  come  togeth- 
er to  help  a group  of  women  in  South  Africa  who  make  dolls 
and  want  to  market  them  in  the  United  States. 

She  emphasized  that  "the  connections  made  through  CMI 
have  truly  been  remarkable.  Women  have  reached  out  to  help 
one  another  by  offering  advice  and  by  sharing  information. 
They  have  served  as  role  models  for  one  another  as  well  as 
inspiration." 

She  concluded  by  saying,  "We  are  very  proud  of  what  we 
have  done,  and  we  are  very  proud  to  be  at  Pine  Manor 
College.  During  our  visit,  we  have  had  the  opportunity  to 
walk  around,  meet,  eat  lunch  with  some  students,  and  even 
sit  in  on  a few  classes.  We  saw  that  you  are  encouraging  and 
preparing  these  young  women  to  have  many  powerful  ideas, 
to  think  critically,  and  never  give  up  on  an  idea  that  might 
help  to  make  the  world  we  live  in  a better  place.  One  that  is 
more  accepting  of  individual  differences  and  more  supportive 
of  new  ways  to  think.  We  are  honored  to  accept  the  leader- 
ship award  and  be  included  in  the  Pine  Manor  family.  Our 
heartfelt  thanks  and  commitment  to  what  you  are  doing."

icking  off  PMC's  90th  birthday 
celebrations  in  May  was  the  third 
annual  Achievement  Day,  a stun- 
ning showcase  for  students'  accom- 
plishments. The  Campus  Center 
was  abuzz  with  an  impressive 
variety  of  displays  and  demonstrations,  ranging  from 
electronic  and  print  portfolios  to  hands-on  cultural  demon- 
strations, artistic  works,  musical  performances,  films,  and 
scientific  studies. 

An  all-community  event.  Achievement  Day  begins  in 
the  late  afternoon  with  leadership  and  Dean's  awards,  then 
highlights  students'  accomplishments  with  displays 
throughout  the  Campus  Center,  and  culminates  in  a ban- 
quet where  academic  awards  are  announced.  Faculty,  staff, 
friends,  and  families  all  convene  to  applaud  the  students' 
hard  work  and  proud  efforts. 


"The  afternoon  was  charged  with  energy,"  reports  Dean  of 
Student  Life  Denise  Alleyne.  "We  were  packed  into  the 
Presidents'  Dining  Room  for  the  first  portion  of  the 
program.  Then  it  was  wonderful  to  see  how  pleased  the 
students  were  with  their  work — and  how  much  they 
supported  one  another.  The  portfohos  were  particularly  exciting." 

Portfolios,  through  which  students  track  their  learning 
and  accomplishments  throughout  their  college  years,  were 
present  in  a variety  of  mediums,  some  electronic,  some 
print,  others  photo  essays  or  research  displays.  In  the 
Psychology  Research  Praticum,  students  conceived  and 
developed  their  own  projects,  culled  and  analyzed  the  data, 
and  created  poster  presentations.  Two  interesting  studies 
looked  at  living  with  AIDS  and  whether  student  athletes 
demonstrated  more  efficiency  than  those  who  didn't  par- 
ticipate in  sports.  "Each  student  has  accomplished  a great 
deal  during  her  time  at  Pine  Manor,"  commented 
Academic  Dean  Nia  Lane  Chester.

New  this  year  were  hands-on,  multimedia  demonstra- 
tions such  as  sari  wrapping  and  modeling,  a slide  show  of 
village  life,  samples  of  native  cuisine,  and  free  henna  tat- 
toos from  Adjunct  Instructor  Cynthia  Miller's  Cultural 
Anthropology  class.  "All  of  this  was  the  culmination  of  a 
semester  of  study  on  how  people  from  India  communicate 
their  cultural  identity  to  the  rest  of  the  global  community, 
as  well  as  how  they  maintain  it  in  situations  of  migration, 
modernization,  and  globalization,"  reports  Miller.

For  the  fall  semester,  ELI  will  host  a 
group  of  11  students  from  Kinjo 
College,  which  is  located  in  the  sub- 
urbs of  Tokyo,  Japan,  in  collabor- 
ation with  the  Japan  Education 
Advancement  Association.

The 
goal  of  this  program  is  to  foster  mutu-

More  Than  600  Participate  in 
ELI's  Summer  Language  Programs

During  the  summer,  PMC's  English 
Language  Institute  conducted  a num- 
ber of  intensive  courses  in  English, 
drawing  more  than  600  students  from 
around  the  world  to  the  campus  and 
setting  new  records  for  the  number  of 
participants.  The  courses  varied  in 
length  from  two  to  eight  weeks,  and 
several  courses  were  geared  specifical- 
ly for  the  continuing  students  who  are 
in  the  program  for  a year  or  longer.  In 
addition  to  individual  registrants  from 
Argentina,  Colombia,  the  Dominican 
Republic,  Indonesia,  Korea,  Mexico, 
Saudi  Arabia,  and  Turkey,  the  Institute 
hosted  groups  from  France,  Italy,  Japan, 
Spain,  Taiwan,  and  Venezuela. 

Now  in  its  sixth  year,  the  Institute 
has  gained  an  international  reputation 
and  continues  to  grow.  Numbers  of 
students  are  returning  for  their  second 
and  third  summers,  and  several  have 
signed  up  for  a full  year's  program. 
One  example  is  Aiman  Sappayeva,  30, 
from  Moscow,  who  came  last  summer, 
stayed  for  the  entire  academic  year, 
continued  her  stay  for  this  summer's 
program,  and  will  return  to  Russia  in 
August. 

"This  has  been  the  best  experience 
of  my  life,"  Sappayeva  emphasized.  "I 
want  my  younger  brother  to  come  and 
study  here,  and  I have  been  making 
regular  contact  with  my  parents  urging 
them  to  encourage  him  to  come.  I 
want  him  to  experience  the  great 
teachers,  the  friendly  atmosphere,  and 
the  enjoyable  life  that  you  have  here.  I 
made  a lot  of  great  friends,  learned  so 
much  English,  had  a wonderful  time, 
and  I am  sad  to  have  to  go." 

Majed  Almashhadi,  19,  of  Medina, 
Saudi  Arabia,  echoed  the  sentiments. 
"This  is  my  second  summer  at  ELI," 
he  said.  "I  originally  picked  Pine 
Manor's  program  after  looking  at  the 
Net,  without  knowing  much  about 
Boston  or  Pine  Manor  or  the  program 
itself.  I have  had  a very  positive  experi- 


ence, and  the  school  has  more  than 
met  all  of  my  hopes  and  expectations.  I 
have  made  a lot  of  good  friends,  and  I 
have  really  learned  to  appreciate  differ- 
ent cultures,  customs,  and  traditions.  If 
I could  attend  Pine  Manor  College  as  a 
full-time  student,  I would." 

Isaac  Cohen,  19,  of  Mexico  City, 
agreed  and  added,  "I  chose  Pine 
Manor's  program  because  I was  look- 
ing for  a setting  with  a personal  and 
family  atmosphere.  I also  love  the 
beautiful  campus  and  being  so  close  to 
Boston.  This  is  also  my  third  summer 
here,  and  it  feels  like  home  to  me." 

In  addition  to  the  core  courses 
in  Reading  and  Writing  English, 
Integrated  Grammar,  and  Listening 
to  and  Speaking  English,  students 
in  the  program  can  take  electives 
in  Pronunciation,  Business  English, 
preparation  for  the  test  of  English  as  a 
foreign  language  (TOEFL),  and  studies 
in  American  and  Boston  culture. 

Participants  in  the  programs  also 
have  a wide  range  of  extracurricular 
activities  to  enjoy.  These  include:  trips 
to  the  Cape  and  Provincetown,  the 
Berkshires,  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  the 
malls  at  Kittery  and  York  Beach  in 
Maine,  and  Six  Flags  in  Westfield; 
overnight  trips  to  New  York  City, 
Washington,  DC,  Niagara  Falls,  and 
Toronto;  field  trips  to  the  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts,  the  New  England  Aquarium, 
the  Museum  of  Science,  Harvard 
University,  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
on  the  Esplanade,  the  Boston  Red  Sox, 
the  Blue  Man  Group,  Chinatown,  and 
Quincy  Market.  Students  also  had  the 
opportunity  of  taking  the  Duck  Tour  of 
Boston,  the  Tour  of  Boston  by  Foot, 
and  of  going  on  a whale  watch,  a sun- 
set cruise,  and  several  organized  trips 
to  the  beach,  as  well  as  visiting  several 
college-aged  discos.  Activities  on  cam- 
pus included  a number  of  barbecues, 
coffee  houses,  ice  cream  socials, 
dances,  and  movies.

"Last  year,  1 met  Majed  Almashhadi 
from  Medina,  Saudi  Arabia,  and  we  just 
clicked.  He  has  become  my  best 
friend,"  Isaac  said,  "and  in  many  ways, 
he  is  even  closer  to  me  than  my  broth- 
er. I've  learned  some  Arabic  from  him, 
and  I've  taught  him  some  Hebrew. 

"We  both  know  about  the  problems 


in  the  Middle  East,  and  we  are  painful- 
ly aware  of  the  clash  between  our  two 
cultures  and  faiths,  but  we  are  deter- 
mined not  to  let  that  come  between 
us,"  Isaac  emphasized.  "I  can't  explain 
why,  but  I know  we  will  always  be 
friends. 

"I  also  love  ELI  because  it  is  located 
in  Boston  and  there  are  so  many  things 
here  for  me  to  do  and  see.  I've  already 
spent  time  on  the  campuses  of  most  of 
the  major  universities  in  the  area,  and 
I've  even  taken  a course  in  business 
English  at  Boston  University,"  Isaac 
concluded.  "I  have  met  a lot  of  local 
students,  and  I've  had  a great  time  visit- 
ing the  downtown  and  Quincy  Market. 
I especially  like  the  student  clubs  and 
discos  on  Lansdowne  Street;  Embassy 
and  Pravda  are  two  of  the  best  in  the 
world." 

Isaac  comes  from  a dynamic  family. 
His  father  is  an  importer  and  retailer  of 
high-fashion  clothing,  and  his  mother  is 
an  art  dealer  carrying  the  works  of  some 
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of  the  most  famous  contemporary 
Mexican  artists.  His  sister  Lilly,  28,  is 
an  economist.  Ceci,  17,  is  a homemak- 
er, and  his  brother  Alherto,  24,  is  a tech- 
nical engineer  for  a cellular  telephone 
company. 

This  past  year, 

Isaac  graduated  from 
Maguen  David  (Star 
of  David)  High 
School,  a private 
high  school  in 
Mexico  City,  and 
then  spent  four 
months  hackpack- 
ing across  Europe 
with  ten  of  his 
friends.  He  also  spent 
two  weeks  in  Israel. 

Upon  completion 
of  his  duties  with 
ELI,  Isaac  returned  to 
Mexico  City,  where 
he  began  his  studies 
as  an  international 
business  major  at 
Anahuac  University. 

He  also  had  plans 
to  work  part-time 
either  with  his  father  or  his  brother  in 
order  to  get  real-world  experience. 

ajed  Almashhadi,  19,  came  to 
ELI  last  summer  for  a two- 
week  course  in  English.  He 
had  just  graduated  from  high  school  in 
Medina,  Saudi  Arabia,  and  had  spent 
some  time  studying  English  at  the  Bell 
School  in  Saffron  Walden,  near 
Cambridge,  England.  With  the  help  of 
one  of  his  older  brothers,  Hani,  he 
surfed  the  Net  looking  for  English  lan- 
guage schools  in  the  United  States. 

“I  picked  ELI  because  I was  looking 
for  a small  school  with  a campus  and 
because  I wanted  to  he  in  Boston," 
Majed  said.  "I  knew  nothing  about 
PMC  or  ELI,  but  I always  wanted  to 
come  to  America,  and  I am  going  to 
complete  my  university  studies  here.  It 
made  sense  to  me  to  try  a school  in  an 
academic  city." 

Majed  was  so  pleased  with  his  expe- 
rience that  he  extended  his  stay  for  the 
entire  summer,  and  then  decided  to  stay 
at  ELI  for  a full  year.

He  also  took  the  Kaplan  preparatory 
courses  for  the  SATs,  and  took  his  col- 
lege hoards  in  the  late  spring. 


Majed  also  spent  a lot  of  time  with 
his  guitar  and  plays  songs  in  English, 
Arabic,  and  Spanish.  He  has  become  an 
aficionado  of  Latin  music  and  reports 
that  people  don't  believe  that  he  can't 
speak  Spanish,  after  they  have  heard 
him  sing. 

"During  the  course  of  the  year,  I was 
completely  immersed  in  my  English 
studies  and  I didn't  speak  Arabic  with 
anyone. 

"In  October,  I met  Isaac,  and  we 
began  studying  together  and  then 
spending  a lot  of  free  time  together  as 
well.  We  both  have  the  same  tastes,  and 
we  both  like  a lot  of  the  same  things. 
We  even  like  the  same  night  clubs  in 
Boston,  Embassy  and  Pravda,  and  we 
both  love  Lansdowne  Street,"  Majed 
said.  "Isaac  had  to  leave  a little  early  to 
begin  university,  and  I miss  him 
already.  When  ELI  ends  at  the  end  of 
August,  I'm  going  to  take  a break  and 
spend  some  time  with  him  in  Mexico 
City.  After  that  I will  go  home  for  a 
month  or  so,  and  then  I will  come  back 
to  Boston  to  find  an  apartment  and 


begin  getting  ready  for  school. 

"When  I had  a chance  to  become  an 
activities  counselor  at  ELI  this  summer, 
I changed  all  my  plans  so  I could  stay. 
When  I came  to  Boston  last  year,  1 did- 
n't know  anyone, 
and  I didn't  know 
the  city.  I thought 
if  I could  help 
some  of  the  stu- 
dents coming  this 
year,  it  would  be 
great."  Majed  con- 
tinued. "I  have  had 
a great  time  work- 
ing with  all  the 
students  this  sum- 
mer, helping  them 
get  adjusted  to 
Boston  and  to 
America,  helping 
them  with  their 
studies,  and  help- 
ing them  fill  their 
free  time." 

"At  the  same 
time  I decided  to 
take  three  courses 
at  Boston  Univer- 
sity because  I got  word  in  late  June  that 
I had  been  accepted  for  the  spring 
semester.  I'm  planning  on  majoring  in 
business  administration,  so  I took 
courses  in  management,  economics, 
and  psychology."  Majed  said.  "And 
even  though  I was  working  full-time  at 
ELI,  I managed  to  get  an  A-,  a B-r,  and  a B. 

Majed's  father,  Taleb,  is  a civil  engi- 
neer and  the  retired  director  of  roads  for 
the  Medina  area.  Since  retirement,  he 
has  become  a developer  and  has  built 
major  complexes  in  Medina,  Jeddah, 
and  Riyadh.  His  mother,  Suad,  keeps 
the  home. 

He  has  two  brothers,  Hani,  29,  who 
earned  his  doctorate  in  economics  from 
the  European  University  in  Montreux, 
Switzerland,  and  who  is  now  working 
in  the  stock  market  there,  and  Hatem, 
27,  who  is  completing  his  PhD  in  eco- 
nomics, also  at  the  European  University 
in  Montreux. 

"I  love  PMC,  and  I love  ELI,"  Majed 
concluded.  "If  I could  matriculate  here,

Admissions  Report 


June  Registration 


New  student  enrollment  has  increased  for  the  fifth  consec- 
utive year  according  to  preliminary  registration  figures  for 
the  Fall  2001  semester.  The  number  of  first-year  and 
transfer  students  is  the  largest  in  12  years,  pushing  total 
enrollment  over  400  for  the  first  time  since  1992. 

The  Admissions  Office  received  130  more  applications 
for  this  fall  than  during  the  previous  year's  recruitment, 
season  and  accepted  nearly  100  more  students,  reflecting  an 
increased  awareness  of  Pine  Manor  College  among  prospec- 
tive students  and  the  continuing  fine  efforts  of  the 
Admissions  team  and  the  entire  PMC  community. 


Getting  an  early  taste  of  PMC  life,  102  new  first-year  stu- 
dents (class  of  2005)  spent  an  intensive  two  days,  June  21 
and  June  22,  in  Chestnut  Fiill  getting  to  know  PMC,  one 
another,  and  the  campus  where  they  will  spend  the  better 
part  of  the  next  four  years.  They  registered  for  classes, 
selected  their  rooms  for  the  year,  and  began  the  process  of 
connecting  with  one  another  and  the  larger  PMC  commu- 
nity. The  two-day  program  included  batteries  of  tests  to 
determine  aptitudes  and  skills,  a number  of  interpersonal 
and  leadership  exercises,  and  the  Gator  Games.  The  stu- 
dents also  had  a cookout  on  the  Founder's  Lawn,  went  to  a 
coffeehouse  cum  sundae  bar,  and  stayed  up  late  to  watch 
funny  movies  in  the  South  Gommons. 

In  addition  to  administrators  and  staff,  ten  student  First-Year 
Advisors  and  five  student  Orientation  Leaders  helped  the  new 
members  of  the  class  of  '05  settle  in  smoothly  and  quickly.

Sports  Break 
All  Records 

For  the  first  time  in  PMC  sports  history,  all  sports  had  a combined  winning  per- 
centage above  .500  in  both  regular  season  and  conference  games,  even  though 
the  average  size  of  the  enrollment  of  the  schools  that  PMC  competed  against 
was  20  times  larger.  The  five  PMC  teams  won  a combined  total  of  50  games, 
which  is  the  most  ever  won  by  PMC  in  a single  academic  year,  even  in  those 
years  when  the  College  fielded  teams  in  seven  sports.  The  softball  team  ended 
its  season  ranked  nationally  number  three  in  pitching,  number  eight  in  scoring, 
and  number  ten  in  overall  wins. 

Better  yet,  during  this  winning  streak,  more  than  two-thirds  of  PMC's  40  ath- 
letes maintained  grade  point  averages  (GPA's)  of  3.0  or  higher.

COMPUTER 
TECHNOLOGY  UPGRAOE 
AHEAD  OF  SCHEDULE

Over  the  summer,  the  Institutional  Technology  Depart- 
ment continued  to  work  on  the  computer  system  and  suc- 
cessfully completed  the  largest  network  infrastructure 
upgrade  that  the  College  has  seen  since  the  system  was  first 
installed  in  1994.  As  a result  of  this,  PMC  is  running  one  of 
the  fastest  networks  available,  with  the  performance  and 
reliability  of  systems  that  are  much  larger  and  much  more 
expensive.  The  new  system  should  meet  the  needs  of  the 
College  for  at  least  five  years,  without  requiring  any  other 
major  upgrades. 

Technically  speaking,  PMC  is  now  running  a mixed 
Gigabit  and  100MB  switched  network  powered  by  Foundry 
Biglron  4000  layer  3 routing-switch,  HP  Procurve  4000M 
edge  switches,  a SonicWall  Pro  Firewall,  and  a Cisco 
Internet  Router.  The  College  now  has  one  full  T1  from 
UUNet  for  Internet  access  and  another  T1  for  the  library 
consortium.  The  server  farm  has  also  been  upgraded  with 
new  and  efficient  Dell  and  Compaq  servers.  Among  the 
servers  replaced  were  the  file-server  (Share_Drive),  e-mail 
(pmcnet)  and  Web  (www  and  intrpmc).  As  a result,  the 
College  now  enjoys  increased  storage  space  for  files  and 
Web  space  that  will  allow  the  entire  community  to  have 
and  develop  its  own  space. 

Major  improvements  were  also  made  in  the  computer 
labs  and  Internet  performance,  and  a new  24-hour  lab  was 
opened  in  the  English  Language  Institute  building.  The  PCs 
in  the  Cherry  Computer  Center,  Dane  212,  and  the  labs  in 
Ellsworth  were  all  replaced,  and  an  additional  150  new  PCs 
were  installed  around  campus. 


PMC  Online — An  Update 

For  the  past  few  months,  Joan  Kelley  and  Chi-Ying  (Amy) 
Yeh  of  the  Publications  Office  have  been  working  to  update 
PMC's  Web  site,  giving  it  a new  look.  After  much  photogra- 
phy, scanning,  and  technical  work,  Kelley  and  Yeh  have 
added  a virtual  tour  of  the  campus  and  the  facilities  to  give 
prospective  students  a real  feel  for  the  school. 

They  have  updated  the  graphics  and  many  of  the  forms, 
and  they  have  begun  to  redo  the  pages  for  all  of  the  BA  pro- 
grams. Those  for  English  and  Visual  Arts  have  already  been 
completed. 

The  Web  site  also  now  has  much  more  information  about 
the  College  and  its  academic  offerings  to  the  site,  and  the 
Bulletin  will  go  online  this  fall. 

In  addition,  the  site  is  now  linked  with  PMC's  Library  and 
offers  an  "ask  the  librarian"  service,  interlibrary  loans,  and 
request-a-book. 

Press  releases,  news,  events,  lectures,  exhibitions  on  cam- 
pus and  at  the  Hess  Gallery,  and  performances  are  all  listed 
and  can  be  viewed  at  www.pmc.edu <http://www.pmc.edu>. 
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During  the  month  of  July,  neigh 
boring  Beaver  Country  Day  School 
partnered  with  PMC  in  offering  on 
the  PMC  campus  three  specialty 
camps  for  children  ages  9-12;  Dra- 
gon's Eye  Detectives,  which  offered 
four  weekly  adventures,  Beaver  Off- 
Broadway,  which  ran  for  two  weeks, 
and  Sports  Odyssey,  which  also  ran  for 
two  weeks.  Each  of  the  camps  was  fully 
subscribed  and  had  waiting  lists.  Total 
enrollment  was  almost  150. 

Dragon's  Eye  Detectives  revolved 
around  the  myths  and  histories  of  vari- 
ous periods  and  cultures.  Campers  built 
skills  in  logic,  creative  problem  solv- 
ing and  cooperative  play.  Adventures 
encouraged  the  development  of  person- 
al ethics  based  on  the  concept  of  the 


hero-one,  who  walks  the  "triple  path  of 
honor."  Mysteries  unfolded  through  a 
combination  of  dramatic  storytelling, 
orienteering,  and  code  deciphering.  One 
of  the  mysteries  was  "The  Jewel  of  the 
Dragon's  Eye,"  which  involved  the  dis- 
appearance of  an  emerald  ring  with  spe- 
cial powers  from  the  Museum  of 
Antediluvian  Antiquities  (Old  Stuff). 
The  thief  used  the  ring's  power  against 
the  detectives,  and  the  challenge  was  to 
save  it.  Another  was  "The  Spirit  of  the 
Pharaoh,"  which  involved  the  BA  spirit 
of  a long-deceased  Pharaoh  visiting  the 
detectives  with  a plea  for  help.  The 
solution  involved  a journey  to  the 
tombs  and  temples  of  ancient  Egypt  and 
a descent  into  the  Egyptian  underworld. 

Beaver  Off-Broadway  involved  an 


intensive  week  of  theater  production. 
Campers  spent  a week  honing  skills 
through  improvisations,  character  stud- 
ies, and  role  plays.  They  also  designed 
and  produced  costumes  for  a play, 
worked  on  the  scenery  and  backdrop, 
and  then  launched  an  actual  production 
for  friends  and  family  at  the  end  of 
the  week. 

Sports  Odyssey  engaged  campers  in  a 
variety  of  sports  each  day  and  taught 
basic  skills,  covered  some  creative 
drills,  and  then  participated  in  group 
play.  Among  the  sports  were  soccer, 
softball,  basketball,  floor  hockey,  flag 
football,  ultimate  Frisbee,  volleyball, 
cricket,  croquet,  bocce,  tennis,  paddle 
tennis,  track  and  field  events,  as  well  as 
various  gym  games. 


33  Boston  Middle  School  Students  Spend  a Day  at  PMC 


PMC  provided  a taste  of 
college  to  33  sixth-graders 
from  the  Frank  V.  Thomp- 
son Middle  School  in 
Dorchester  last  April.  Spending  the 
day  on  campus,  the  students  attend- 
ed three  classes,  a including  TV 
studio  workshop  supervised  by 
Assistant  Professor  of  Commun- 
ication Marilyn  Fennel,  art  studio 
and  photography  work  coordin- 
ated by  Assistant  Professor  of 
Photography  Susan  Butler,  and  a 
biology  lab,  complete  with  lab  coats 
and  goggles,  taught  by  Professor 


Elizabeth  Gardner.  They  also  got  a 
full  tour  of  the  campus,  met  with  the 
staff  of  the  Admissions  Department, 
went  on  a scavenger  hunt,  and  had 
lunch  in  the  Dining  Hall.

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LEADERSHIP  ADVENTURE 
IN  BOSTON  -K 


ifteen  Japanese  sixth-graders  from 
Tokyo's  Jogakkan  Elementary  School 
took  part  in  this  year's  summer  camp, 

"Leadership  Adventure  in  Boston  2001," 
run  on  campus  hy  PMC's  Center 
for  Inclusive  Leadership  and  Social 
Responsihility.  Accompanied  hy  two  of 
their  teachers,  Mika  Onodera  and  Emi 
Shikana,  and  vice-principal  Kunio  Oogoshi, 
they  came  to  the  camp  to  experience 
American  culture,  to  learn  English,  and  to 
develop  their  leadership  skills  and  potential. 

The  Japanese  campers  came  as  a result 
of  the  enthusiastic  recommendation  of  a 
group  of  ten  of  their  classmates 
who  attended  last  year.  The 
participation  of  the  Japanese 
students  is  an  outgrowth  of 
President  Nemerowicz's  trip  to 
Tokyo  in  1998  to  visit  PMC's 
many  Japanese  alumnae  and  to 
present  a program  on  inclusive 
leadership  at  Showa  University 
in  Tokyo. 

While  in  Japan,  President 
Nemerowicz  had  the  oppor- 
tunity to  visit  the  Jogakkan 
Schools  for  Women  outside  Tokyo.  They 
are  the  oldest  women's  schools  in  Japan 
and  offer  classes  from  kindergarten 
through  junior  college.  Jogakkan  was 
founded  hy  the  leaders  of  the  Meiji 
restoration  in  1888,  to  provide  "an  edu- 
cation for  Japanese  women  equal  to  that 
enjoyed  by  women  in  Europe  and 
America." 

President  Nemerowicz  spoke  at 
length  with  the  schools'  president  and 
chairman  of  the  board,  Masahide 
Shibusawa,  and  learned  of  his  plans  to  create  a full  four-year 
university  for  women.  Mr.  Shibusawa  believes  that  women 
will  play  an  ever-increasing  role  in  the  Japan  of  the  21st  cen- 
tury and  that  they  need  to  be  educated  for  leadership  to  do  so. 
He  has  adopted  the  model  of  inclusive  leadership  as  part  of  the 
cornerstone  of  the  university  and  envisions  that  it  will  "pro- 
vide an  educational  opportunity  for  women  of  all  countries  to 
prepare  them  to  assume  positions  of  leadership  in  an  interna- 
tionalized world." 

Mr.  Shibusawa  asked  President  Nemerowicz  and  PMC  to 
provide  assistance  in  adapting  the  philosopliy  of  inclusive 
leadership  and  social  responsibility  to  his  schools.  As  a result, 
PMC  entered  into  a formal  partnersliip  witJi  Jogakl<an 
University,  which  strengthened  its  application  to  the 
Japanese  Ministry  of  Education  for  four-year  status. 
Beginning  in  2003,  PMC  will  enroll  up  to  15  juniors  each 
year  from  Jogakkan  University.  ^ 


To  give  immediacy  to  the  partnership, 
Presidents  Nemerowicz  and  Shibusawa 
loolced  at  various  programs  currently 
run  by  the  two  schools  and  decided  to 
add  a cross-cultural  component  to 
PMC's  summer  leadership  camp,  begin- 
ning last  summer. 

This  summer,  the  15  Japanese  girls  join- 
ed 18  American  girls  between  the  ages  of 
11  and  14,  who  came  from  the  greater 
Boston  area  to  work,  learn,  and  play  togeth- 
er for  the  last  two  weeks  of  July,  overcom- 
ing language  barriers  and  cultural  differ- 
ences. None  of  the  Japanese  girls  spoke 
English  and  none  of  the 
Americans  spoke  Japanese. 
None  of  the  girls  had  travelled 
overseas  before,  and  none  had 
ever  fully  experienced  a culture 
other  than  their  own. 

The  two  groups  were 
blended  together  and  were 
roomed  together.  In  spite  of  all 
the  differences  the  campers 
were  able  to  communicate 
without  difficulty.  They  were 
able  to  work  as  teammates, 
participate  together  in  a myriad 
of  activities,  build  solid  relationships, 
and  hone  their  skills  and  abilities. 
They  enjoyed  barbecues,  a picnic  at 
Houghton's  Pond  in  the  Blue  Hills  in 
Milton,  overnight  camping  on  Grape 
Island  in  Boston  Harbor,  a Red  Sox 
game,  a day  at  Duxbury  Beach,  several 
pajama  parties,  and  regular  swimming 
at  the  Beaver  Country  Day  School.  One 
of  the  highlights  of  the  camp  was  the 
Japanese  dinner  planned,  prepared,  and 
served  by  the  girls  from  Tokyo,  with  the  help  of  their  teachers. 

The  campers  also  participated  in  numerous  workshops  and 
activities  that  stressed  interactive  and  experiential  learning 
strategies  for  personal  growth  and  development.  Many  of  these 
workshops  were  run  by  PMC  students  who  have  participated  in 
leadership  and  self-esteem  training  programs.  The  15  Japanese 
girls  also  took  part  in  90  minutes  of  English  lessons  every  morn- 
ing, provided  by  PMC's  Englisli  Language  Institute.  As  an  inte- 
gral part  of  their  camping  experience  the  girls  worked  collabo- 
ratively  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Parks  and 
Recreation  to  help  clean  and  restore  several  liistoric  sites.  This 
activity  allowed  them  to  learn  social  responsibility  first  liand 
while  at  the  same  time  giving  back  to  the  larger  community. 

This  year's  camp  was  directed  by  Maura  Wolf  who  has  more 
than  ten  years  of  camping  experience  and  is  the  author  of 
"Exploring  Realities — Stories  of  Young  Women  Making 
Decisions  and  Einding  Meaning."

Associate  Professor  of  Political  Science  William  B.  Vogele, 
this  year's  recipient  of  the  Wean  Professorship,  will  use 
the  award  to  extend,  both  in  depth  and  breadth,  his  con- 
tinuing research  on  the  intersection  of  conflict  and 
democracy.  During  the  upcoming  year,  Vogele  will  focus 
on  a systematic  empirical  analysis  of  the  conflict  in  El 
Salvador  since  the  peace  accords  of  1992,  building  on 
work  that  he  began  at  the  Center  for  International  Affairs 
at  Harvard  University  a decade  ago.  Additionally,  Vogele 
will  broaden  his  research  in  two  important  ways.  He  is 
planning  to  apply  the  analytical  framework  used  in  the 
Harvard  project  to  local  Spanish  news  stories.  This  will 
extend  the  utility  of  his  work  beyond  the  North 
American  and  English  bias  of  current  sources  of  informa- 
tion. He  will  also  be  evaluating  the  experiences  and  chal- 
lenges of  democratization  felt  by  social  and  political 
organizations  in  El  Salvador. 

In  commenting  on  his  plans  Dr.  Vogele  said,  "My  ability 
to  travel  and  conduct  research  in  El  Salvador  during  the 
spring  semester  will  enrich  my  understanding  of  the  country, 
extend  my  ability  to  teach  about  the  region,  and,  hopefully, 
deepen  connections  between  the  College  and  the  region."

Once  each  month,  with  brown  bag  lunch  in  hand,  a small 
group  of  PMC  faculty,  staff,  and  students  gathers  in  the 
Annenberg  Library  reading  loft.  They  are  drawn  together  for  one 
hour  by  a "hve  thing,  a story." 

For  those  who  share  a love  of  reading,  a willingness  to  venture 
into  books  they  might  not  normally  choose  to  read,  and  a love  of 
discussing  the  content  of  those  books  and  sharing  their  insights 
and  emotions  with  others,  the  meetings  of  the  PMC  Reading 
Group  have — through  fits  and  starts  over  the  last  three  years — 
become  a regular  and  cherished  ritual. 

Karen  Andersen  Viola  of  the  Development  Office  attends  the 
sessions  regularly  and  says,  "I  love  the  Reading  Group  because  it 
has  helped  me  expand  my  horizons  and  read  books  that  I would- 
n't normally  choose  myself." 

As  the  participants  enter  into  the  world  of  the  story, 
immersed  in  the  Hves,  loves,  conflicts,  hopes,  and  disappoint- 
ments of  the  characters  who  have  become  real  to  them,  they  drift 
away  from  the  hectic  demands  of  their  hves — if  only  for  an  hour. 
They  are  renewed  and  refreshed  by  the  simphcity  of  this  gather- 
ing, the  story,  the  readers,  and  the  sharing  of  thoughts. 

Though  occasionally  someone  volunteers  to  lead  a discussion, 
Reading  Group  meetings  are  intentionally  informal,  motivated 
more  by  the  pleasure  of  reflecting  together  on  the  book  than  by 
the  need  to  achieve  a sophisticated  Hterary  analysis. 

Choosing  what  to  read  happens  as  serendipitously  as  the  dis- 
cussions. At  the  beginning  of  each  academic  year,  suggestions  are 
sohcited  from  regular  Reading  Group  members,  as  well  as  from 
the  entire  PMC  community.  Selections  are  based  primarily  on 
what  "sounds  good,"  or  on  what  people  "have  always  wanted  to 
read  but  haven't  gotten  around  to  it  so  far,"  or  on  what  seems  to 
be  especially  popular."  Consensus  is  always  achieved.  Although 
novels  tend  to  be  the  preferred  genre,  they  are  not  the  exclusive 
fare.  This  year,  for  the  first  time,  a book  of  short  stories — 
Interpreter  of  Maladies  by  Jhumpa  Lahiri — ^was  selected. 

In  these  times,  when  everyone  is  deluged  with  gadgets  and 
sounds  and  images  and  technology  of  all  sorts,  the  story's  the 
thing.  Readers  make  stories  hve,  yes,  but  stories  also  make  read- 
ers Hve.  The  story's  the  thing  that  draws  readers  more  deeply  and 
contemplatively  into  themselves,  more  closely  into  fellowship 
with  other  human  beings,  and  more  profoundly  into  the  panora- 
ma of  the  imagination. 

Precisely,  this  is  what  keeps  PMC  Reading  Group  readers — 
and  all  readers — connected  to  stories,  to  books,  to  one  another. 

As  James  Bfllington,  Librarian  of  Gongress,  so  insightfully 
said,  "Whatever  the  confusion  of  our  rninds  and  the  profusion  of 
our  information,  things  can  still  come  together  in  a book — ^just 
as  the  left  and  right  halves  of  the  brain  come  together  in  one 
human  mind,  and  the  hemispheres — East  and  West,  North  and 
South — in  a single,  fragile  planet."

Northeast  ADSRide 

For  four  days  in  the  middle  of  July,  the  Office  of  Student  Life's 
Administrative  Assistant  Whitney  Retalic  rode  her  new 
mountain  bike  from  Bear  Mountain,  New  York,  to  Boston 
(approximately  350  miles),  with  more  than  3,000  other  peo- 
ple in  Tanqueray's  Northeast  AIDSRide  to  raise  money  for 
the  Callen-Lorde  Community  Health  Center,  the  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Community  Services  Center,  and  Fenway 
Community  Health  Center.  The  ride  raised  over  $6  million, 
and,  thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  PMC  community, 
Whitney  raised  more  than  $2,500  herself. 

"I  was  able  to  participate  in  one  of  the  most  remarkable  dis- 
plays of  humanity,"  Whitney  said.  "If  I hadn't  experienced  it 
for  myself,  I would  have  said  it  was  unbelievable.  I made 
friends  who  got  me  through  the  long  days.  I met  people  who 
had  lost  family  members  and  loved  ones  to  AIDS.  I met  oth- 
ers who  had  not  been  directly  affected  by  HIV  or  AIDS,  but 
who  just  cared  enough  to  get  on  their  bikes  and  ride  for  350 
miles.  I rode  alongside  many  "positive  pedalers,"  riders  who, 
themselves,  are  FiTV  positive. 

"I  witnessed  hundreds  of  riders  lining  the  road  at  dusk," 
Whitney  continued,  "to  cheer  on  the  last  riders  coming  into 
camp  after  a 107-mile  day.  I slept  in  a mobile  city  of  1,000 
tents  and  showered  in  a semi-truck.  I met  volunteers  who 
woke  up  at  3 am  each  day  and  worked  until  9 pm.  I believe 
that  many  of  the  volunteers  worked  much  harder  than  I did, 
and  they  never  touched  a bike." 

Whitney  first  became  interested  in  the  fight  against 
HIV/AIDS  in  1999,  while  studying  in  Namibia,  when  she 
interned  at  a nonprofit  organization  offering  HIV/AIDS  edu- 
cation and  patient  services  in  the  country  with  the  second 
highest  rate  of  AIDS  infection  in  the  world.  The  experience 
impressed  her  with  its  urgency  and  its  compelling  need. 

After  completing  her  education  at  Wellesley  Gollege, 
Whitney  got  a job  in  PMG's  Student  Life  Office.  Here  she  met 
Continuing  Studies  student  Dawn  Doucette,  a senior,  who 
has  been  living  with  HIV  for  more  than  nine  years.  Dawn 
reawakened  Whitney's  commitment  to  fighting  HIV/AIDS 
and  inspired  her  to  commit  to  the  AIDSRide.  Dawn  had 
faced  and  overcome  a series  of  obstacles,  and  at  the  age  of  26, 
returned  to  school.  She  is  now  in  the  process  of  trying  to  fig- 
ure out  how  to  professionally  utilize  her  life  experiences  and 
the  strength  and  wisdom  they  have  given  her. 

It  is  estimated  that  almost  500,000  people  have  HTV/AIDS  in  the 
United  States,  and  more  than  34,000,000  are  infected  worldwide.

In  early  August,  Scribner  Publishers  released  The  Black 
Swan:  Memory,  Midlife,  and  Migration,  the  latest  work  of 
Anne  Batterson  Owen  '59.  The  book  is  a passionate, 
lyrical  memoir  of  Anne's  reflections  on  midlife,  her  impor- 
tant personal  relationships,  her  kaleidoscopic  past,  and  her 
uncertain  future,  set  against  a spontaneous  road  trip  across 
the  country  following  the  migrating  birds. 

The  trip  was  generated  by  her  husband's  sudden  deci- 
sion to  retire,  which  felt  like  a death  sentence.  Yearning 
for  some  way  to  reconcile  herself  with  the  future  that  was 
rapidly  unfolding  before  her,  Batterson  Owen  packed  up 
her  VW  camper  and  hit  the  road  with  maps,  bird  guides, 
and  little  else  in  the  way  of  a plan  except  to  follow  the  fall 
migration,  and  the  bone-deep  hunch  that  the  birds  had 
something  important  to  teach  her. 

The  Black  Swan  is  a narrative  of  that  extraordinary  trip. 

Anne  Batterson  Owen,  writer,  adventurer,  teacher, 
student,  wife,  and  mother  of  two  adult  children,  has  been 
balancing  these  passions  for  many  years:  leading  treks  in 
Nepal,  teaching  humanities,  literature,  and  writing 
courses  at  the  University  of  Hartford;  exploring  Southeast 
Asia  and  the  American  West  with  her  husband,  David 
Owen,  an  Episcopal  priest,  and  studying  Tibetan 
Buddhism,  Hinduism,  and  their  cultures. 

Her  educational  and  professional  backgrounds  are 
eclectic.  Formerly  a national  and  international  skydiving 
champion,  she  turned  her  love  of  the  high  and  wild  spaces 
into  a way  of  life  when  she  became  a flight  instructor  and 
charter  pilot.  Graduating  from  PMC  with  an  Associate's 
degree  in  1959,  Batterson  Owen  returned  to  college  in  her 
thirties.  She  concentrated  on  literature  and  writing  and 
has  taught  part-time  since  then. 

A longtime  activist  for  environmental  issues,  Batterson 
Owen  entered  the  realm  of  politics  in  the  '80s,  coordinat- 
ing lobbying  efforts  and  managing  political  campaigns.  For 
seven  years,  she  was  the  co-owner  of  an  environmental 
products  store  called  Delicate  Balance. 

After  extensive  leadership  and  wilderness  medical 
training,  she  began  promoting,  organizing,  and  leading 
treks  to  Nepal  in  1984.  In  1994,  she  began  to  guide  treks 
for  Above  the  Clouds,  a trekking  business  that  is  both 
sensitive  and  responsible  regarding  the  environmental  and 
cultural  implications  of  adventure  travel. 

Batterson  Owen  spends  her  free  hours  hiking,  biking, 
and  kayaking  with  David,  rock  climbing  on  New 
England's  crags,  searching  for  galaxies  with  her  reflector 
telescope,  growing  vegetables,  and  tending  her  rose  garden.

Professor  Emeritus  John  Philip  Agnew 


A memorial  service  will  be  held  for 
Professor  Emeritus  of  History  and  Political 
Science  John  Philip  Agnew,  80,  on  Saturday, 

October  20,  2001,  at  11  am  at  the  Hartford 
Street  Presbyterian  Church,  99  Hartford 
Street,  Natick,  Massachusetts,  and  a recep- 
tion will  be  held  immediately  afterward  at 
the  church.  Professor  Agnew  lectured  at 
Pine  Manor  College  for  33  years. 

Professor  Agnew  died  on  July  16,  2001, 
at  the  Briarwood  Healthcare  Center  in 
Needham  after  a period  of  declining  health. 

He  taught  modern  European  history  cours- 
es and  politics  at  PMC  from  1954  to  his  retirement  in  1987.  He  was 
born  in  Ogden,  Illinois,  and  attended  the  University  of  Illinois  and 
received  his  Bachelor's,  Master's,  and  doctorate  from  that  institution. 
He  was  a member  of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Phi  Kappa  Phi,  and  Alpha 
Kappa  Lambda  fraternities. 

Dr.  Agnew  was  a World  War  II  veteran  of  the  US  Navy  and  served 
as  a lieutenant  aboard  the  USS  Slater. 

Dr.  Agnew  leaves  his  wife,  Marilyn  (Sidnell);  a daughter, 
Nancy  L.,  of  Chapel  Hill,  North  Carolina,-  three  sons,  Robert  M.  of  Las

Dear  Pine  Manor  Friends:

As  I write  these  words,  another  glori- 
ous summer  is  coming  to  an  end.  We 
expect  to  open  the  College  for  its  91st 
year  with  more  than  400  students, 
the  most  full-time  students  we've 
enrolled  since  1992. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  during 
the  summer  we  were  able  to  make 
several  changes  and  improvements  that  address  student 
needs  and  will  improve  our  learning  community  this  fall. 


• We  have  completed  a major  restructuring  of  the  comput- 
er network  to  provide  a faster  and  more  consistently  reli- 
able system.  And  we  have  purchased  130  new  PCs  to 
replace  existing  equipment  in  the  student  computer  labs, 
to  provide  new  equipment  for  faculty  and  staff,  and  to 
create  a new  24-hour  computer  lab  in  close  proximity  to 
the  dorms. 


• The  Annenberg  Communications  Center  has  been  recon- 
figured and  redesigned  to  enhance  the  use  of  its  space  and 
equipment  by  both  students  and  faculty. 

• The  Hedley  soccer  field  has  been  renovated,  and  con- 
struction of  six  new  tennis  courts,  adjacent  to  the  field, 
should  be  completed  and  ready  for  use  by  mid-October. 

• Our  new  food  service  provider,  Aramark,  features  con- 
tinuous dining  from  7am  to  7:30  pm  on  weekdays,  "just 
for  you"  food  preparation  at  serving  stations,  and  a "no 
frills"  catering  service  for  students  available  at  modest 
prices. 

• We  have  hired  a new  housekeeping  and  environmental 
services  company,  JaniKing,  to  help  keep  our  physical 
surroundings  safe  and  clean. 

• Lighting  is  being  installed  in  currently  unused  parking 
lots  in  order  to  provide  more  usable  on-campus  parking. 

And  many  plans  arc  under  way  to  continue  strengthen- 
ing the  education  our  students  receive.  Earlier  this  month  I 
attended  a four-hour  "retreat"  with  15  staff  and  faculty  to 
explore  ways  in  which  they  propose  to  deepen  the  principles 
of  inclusive  leadership  and  social  responsibility  (ILSR)  and 
use  them  as  tools  of  liberal  education.  For  the  first  time  our 
incoming  students  will  receive  readings  in  advance  of 
Orientation  to  prepare  them  for  discussion  of  their  assump- 
tions about  leadership.  All  first-year  students  will  also  par- 
ticipate in  leadership  retreats  this  year,  and  all  will  engage 
in  reflective  community  service.  The  faculty  are  remarkably 
creative  in  the  ways  they  integrate  the  learning  principles  of 
ILSR  into  the  curriculum.  This  should  be  an  exciting  year  as 
the  faculty  and  Student  Life  staff  continue  to  broaden  their 
collaboration. 

The  English  Language  Institute  again  broke  records  for 
summer  enrollment.  At  peak  there  were  300  ELI  students  in 
residence.  The  ELI  staff  and  the  Student  Life  staff  are  to  be 
commended  for  working  together  to  provide  a high-quality 
program  for  these  international  visitors. 

In  addition,  our  new  partnership  with  Beaver  Country 
Day  School  brought  three  new,  fully  enrolled  day  camp

programs  to  our  campus.  Children,  ages  9 to  12,  explored 
mystery  and  magic  in  "Dragon's  Eye  Detectives,"  theatre- 
skills  in  "Beaver  Off-Broadway,"  and  athletic  adventure  in 
"Sports  Otlyssey." 

And  our  own  Leadership  Adventure  camp  completed  a 
second  successful  year  of  collaboration  with  our  partner 
school  in  Japan,  Tokyo  Jogakkan  Schools  (TJK).  Fifteen 
Japanese  girls  joined  with  17  American  girls  to  cross  lan- 
guage and  cultural  divides  and  share  a lot  of  fun  and  learn- 
ing together.  As  usual,  there  were  many  hugs  and  tears  and 
exchanges  of  e-mail  addresses  when  everyone  departed  at 
the  end.  A little  over  a year  ago  we  entered  into  a formal 
agreement  with  TJK  to  accept  their  college  juniors  for  a 
study-away  semester,  beginning  in  2003.  TJK  will  welcome 
our  students  to  study  for  a semester  with  them  as  well. 

Over  the  summer  I visited  alumnae  in  New  York, 
Washington,  DC,  and  on  the  Cape,  and  I continue  to  be 
grateful  for  the  abundant  energy,  good  ideas,  and  connections 
offered  by  them  to  the  College  and  to  me.  Here  are  a few  of 
the  exciting  programs  in  the  planning  stages  for  2001-2002: 

• A PMC  Leadership  Award  presentation  at  PMC  to 
Wilhemina  Cole  Holladay,  chair  of  the  board.  National 
Museum  of  Women  in  the  Arts,- 

• A PMC  Leadership  Award  presentation  in  Beverly  Hills 
to  Wendy  Kopp,  founder  and  president  of  Teach  for 
America; 

• A visiting  artist,  Eiko  Shima,  in  residence  for  eight  weeks 
this  fall;  and 

• Navigating  Friendships  Across  Racial  Divides,"  a collab- 
orative program  with  the  Ford  Hall  Forum  here  on  cam- 
pus November  6. 

All  of  this  activity  feeds  our  thinking  about  the  accredit- 
ing self-study  we  are  beginning  to  undertake  for  our  ten-year 
review  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges.  The  visiting  committee  is  scheduled  to  he  on  cam- 
pus in  April  2003.  Between  now  and  then,  faculty  and  staff 
will  be  collaborating  to  produce  the  self-study  report  that 
must  he  submitted  in  the  fall  of  2002.  It  is  an  important 
opportunity  for  reflection  and  evaluation  of  our  progress  as 
we  work  to  demonstrate  our  strength  in  enrollment,  finan- 
cial stability,  and  the  quality  of  the  educational  outcomes 
we  are  achieving. 

Each  year  the  success  of  our  students  here  at  Pine  Manor 
depends  in  large  part  on  the  love  and  support  of  their  fami- 
lies and  friends.  Please  mark  your  calendars  for  Family  and 
Friends  Weekend  on  October  19  to  21 . We  hope  many  of  you 
will  join  us  that  weekend  for  a chance  to  meet  faculty,  cheer 
our  sports  teams,  watch  a student  theatre  production,  and 
share  the  special  camaraderie  of  the  Pine  Manor  communi- 
ty. I look  forward  to  seeing  you  then.
